Superintendent Roy Cortlnes 
On Incident At Pasadena 
High School, September 26 

I regret that this state¬ 
ment has to be made, but 
today Pa-sadona High SchoTi 
wa.s the scene of an incident 
Involving batteries of eight 
Caucasian students. 

It began with an attempt 
to extort money from one of 
them by a group of 7-10 
Black .students. When the 
Caucasian student stated he 
had no money, he was 
k,'locked down and kicked In 
the face and chc.st. Another 
was jum,DOd trom behind 
and punehed in the face. A 
third w.is also beaten. 

Furth.'i-, the group of aa- 
sailar.ts went to Victory Park 
where they as.sa,\ilted fivi- 
more Caucasian students. 

Parents wore contact e ■; 
and the injured students re¬ 
ceived medical attention. 

These incidents are unfor¬ 
tunate and have resulted in 
serious injuries to the stu¬ 
dents involved.

11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: .Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, Is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER; It took effect on July 1, 1971.

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 

surname of the operator, or one that Implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER; Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a tiled fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period?

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerkof Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10, Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Liand and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
stylo of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the Bl/j by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all Items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and v/ithout regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6. QUESTION; Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of tiling? 

ANSWER; County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish.

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business.

POLITICS: Senator McGovern says his campaign 
problem is merely a matter of re-arranging the "nuts 
and bolt” of in-house operations and when this is done, 
sweep to victory in November, but the real campaign 
problem is not that at all. 

The big job is to reclaim hords of regular Democrats 
who have turned their backs on what they believe to be 
the amateur radicalism of youthful activists infatuated 
with the delusion that they know something about na¬ 
tional politics. 

The puzzle began when McGovernites had to dis¬ 
mantle the old party in Miami in order to kidnap the 
nomination. McGovern was caught between two fires. With 
only a minority support of his party in the primaries, the 
regulars had to be crushed for him to win.

If you’re ha'viog a little trouWe these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an e:^ert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even, vfith a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is noi a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regulady. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that mariliuana is “medically safe.” Research & 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in tlie same individuah 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for tlic 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses COR 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

The old bedief that Christoplu'r Columbus discovered 
America has bc'cn debated for many years. Many his¬ 
torians advocate the tlioory that the Vikings came first - 
as much as .5(M) years before Chris’ serendipitous landiall 
on his way to tlie Orient. 

Comes now a computer export turm'd historian wlio 
has the anthropcrligists excited over some findings tliat 
indicate Columbus may even have henefitted from tlie 
earlier Viking discoveries. 

James H. Entcrline has compiled tiis findings and 
theories in a IkwIc “Viking America.” His basic tlieoiy 
centers upon European maps based on Viking discoveries. 
These maps are not new to historians. Enterline’s metliod 
of interpreting tlicm is. 

He point to “barely comprehensible medieval descrip¬ 
tions of lands, supposedly European, which descriptions 
hfx'ome eminently clear when applied to American set¬ 
tings.” In other words, he examined these old map as a 
mixlieval man Columbus, for instance — would have; 
not as m(Klern-Uay cartographers would. 

As a result, Flnterlino is able to interpret “unrocog- 
uizable maps of alleged lands in Eurasia as being actual 
maps of land half a world away in America.” His inter¬ 
pretation, as one reviewer put it, “marshals a massive 
collection of evidence of misunderstood European notions 
about American lands, extending into the Age of Di-s- 
covery.” 

The Entcrline procedure, looking at evidence through 
the eyes of those for whom it was intended, is reminis¬ 
cent of the old bucolic admonition that to find a strayed 
horse, put yourself in the horse’s place and decide where 
y(xi would have gone.

California’s voters have quite an election day coming 
up Tuesday, November 7. 

In addition to voting for President and Vice Presi¬ 
dent, congressmen, state senators and assemblymen the 
state ballot will carry 22 statewide propositions. 

The legislature is responsible for putting 13 of the 
propositions on the ballot — two bond issues and 11 
constitutional amendments - - and the people qualified an¬ 
other 9 initiative measures to bring the total number of 
state issues to bo voted on to 22. In many cities, counties 
and districts additional local measures will be on the 
ballot. The list could be as high as 50 state and local 
issues in some metropolitan areas. 

Of the 22 state propositions. Proposition No. 20, like 
some kind of Lorelei, could wreck the ship of state, in 
the opinion of many experts, with its siren title of “Coastal 
2:one Conservation Act” alone. Everyone, or nearly every¬ 
one, would like to see not just coastal conservation, but 
find the "coast” as defined. 

Proponents of Propo.stion No. 20 have been trying 
to sell their scheme in the legislature in Sacramento for 
years, but would not adjust their demands to the fair 
balance that must be maintained in any plan. For instance 
they opposed coastal conservation measures that proposed 
to compensate property owners if, in fact, the state took 
their land away or denied them its use. It was their way 
or the h'gislature be damned and they would qualify an 
initiative that would do it their way. That’s Proposition 
No. 20, a measure that the voters had best watch for in 
the long, crowded November 7 ballot, 
conservation of all of the state’s resources. 

At the same time, most all of the people of the state 
want to do a good, balanced job of conservation — making 
certain that mankind uses its resources intelligently, not 
profligately. And most people want to do the job fairly 
and not confiscate the property of others without compen- 
cation, or deny the right to maintain or use their property 
for years on end while some new state commission sits 
in its chairs and tries to dream up the utopian scheme 
of life. To a large extent that is what the experts say 
Proposition No. 20 would do. They point out, too, that 
the measure has such an ill-defined “coastal” area that 
one of the best exercises the measure poses is trying to
